Do you remember the time your interest in radio was first triggered? Was it 
a long time ago, when the art was still in it's infancy, or fairly recently, 
when Citizen's Band equipment was first available at a reasonable price? 
Isn't it easy to recreate in your mind the night when you first tuned across 
the shortwave bands, or first peered inside one of those magical boxes? 


The special Kinship the radio amateur has with radio is one that is rarely 
felt outside our circle, and perhaps not easily understood by others. After 
all, why talk to someone across the world when “you don't even Know him?" or 
"pound brass" when Morse code is so “archaic?” 


Gniy a few decades ago, before the word “electronics” came about after Whe, 
the amateur radio operator was regarded with respect and even awe, possibly 
because we understood and utilized a force that was only beginning to become 
a viable form of communication. The strange Kackles in the headphones, and 
the smell of azoane only added to the mystique. 


Much of our history has been forgotten by the general public; how many people 
remember that hams were among the most sought after personnel in both world 
wars? 


Why should ‘anyone listen, build and communicate with radio equipment when we 
have telephones, televisions and computers to do the job faster or easier? 


As most of us are aware, there are two forms of electronics: digital and 
analog. And of course, radio falls into the analog catagory, along with human 
sight, hearings our basic biology! In fact, it seems apparant that virtually 
everything natural is analog in design. So, everything digital (digital 
computers, for instance? must be translated into analog form before it can be 
perceived by our senses. It is for this reason, basic as it sounds, that 
changes are in the making. 


Recently, the demand for analog design engineers and for electronics 
technicians with RF experience is exeeding the demand for those whose 
expertise is in the digital field. Universities, who have graduated 
electrical engineers who don't Know mixers from IFs, are blowing the dust off 
of the radio theory books. 


Soon, 1 feel, electronics technology, so highly pulicized and misunderstood, 
will come full circle in its digital form. The youngsters who now spend their 
time poking Keyboards may soon try to pull out a station in the static, and 
they won't be alone.
